THE  PASSING  OF  STIVER. 
There  was  a  period  in  ancient  Greece 
when  the  common  cttrreucy  consisted  of 
copper  rods  called  obeliskoi.  hence  the 
obolos,  or  small  copper  coin  ot  a  later 
period,  and  as  manv  of  these  as  could  be 
easily  grasped  witii  the  hand  constituted 
the  next  higher  monetary  unit,  the  drachma, 
still  the  name  of  the  principal  coin  ol 
Greece,  hut  in  tables  of  weights  generally 
called  the  dram.  After  a  time,  by  trade 
with  the  I'boenicians,  and  afterwards  by 
voyages  of  their  own  to  Spain,  and  still 
later 'by  the  development  of  the  mines  of 
Lauriurn,  the  Greeks  eaine  into  possession 
of  silver  Kvery  one  desired  silver  far  more 
Uian  copper  ;  perhaps  it  was  foolish  birt  it 
was  just  as  universal  as  tlie  need  of  food  or 
the  love  of  country.  As  everyone  was  wil- 
ling to  exchange  for  silver  ami  for  a  much 
smaller  quantity  of  silver  than  of  copper, 
silver  ingots,  and  finally  coins,  came  to  be 
the  usual  money.  Now  the  interesting  thing 
is  that  the  royal  Greek  who  made  the  first 
silver  coins  hung  up  a  drachma  of  obeliskoi 
in  the  temple  ol  his  favorite  deity  as  a  me- 
morial, and  thereafter  copper  rods  ceased  to 
circulate  and  silver  coins  replaced  them, 
and  if  there  was  any  political  parly  at  that 
time  that  said  the  copper  rrjds  were  the 
money  ol  the  poor  man  while  silver  was  the 
money  of  the  rich,  and  cspcciaily  ol  for- 
eigners, Phoenicians,  Iberians  and  the  like, 
there  is  no  record  of  it. 

Silver  displaced  copper  because  it  was 
more  valuable,  A  smaller  piece  would 
command  a  greater  amount  of  servrce,    a 


COFFEE  A'V  COSTA  RICA. 
Costa  Rica  lias  long   been   noted    as    a: 
important  colfee-growing  country.     In   on 
latest  summing-up  of  the  colTee  production 
of  the  world,  Costa  Rica  is  put  tlown    for  ii 
total  export  ol  325,000  cwL,  and  the   crop 
has  ranged  between  300,000  and   400,000 
civt.    lor   some   time.     It   is    evident    that 
there   is   room   in    this  state,  as    in    olher 
Central  and  South   American  states,  for    a 
large   expansion  of  die  area   under  cullee, 
but  two,    if   not    tliiee.    factors  operate  m 
delaying  diis  process  :— (1)  the  limited  and 
uncertain  labour  supply,  (2)  die  diniculties 
and  costliness  of  transport,  and  (3)  in  some 
cases  the  want  of  settled  government.     As 
rcgitrds  the    last   il  is   ol    interest   lii  learn 
fiom  Mr.  |.  I.,  Sliaml— who  has  been  over 
10  report  ijir  Costa  Rica  coffee   lands— lluat 
tliere  is  no  prospect  uf  trouble  in    the  state 
under  review;  wliile  he   considers    the  two 
olher  obstacles  may  also   be    overcome   in 
respect  uf  the  large  enterprise  whicli    has 
been    the   sulijecl    uf   his    inspection    and 
report,  In  the  lirst  place  it  is   woith   noting 
some  rcspecls  in  which  Costa  Rica  and  the 
Ceylon    hill-country    may    be    compared. 
They  do  not  dilTer  much  in    latitude,  both 
on  the  north  side  of   the  equator— Ceylon 
about  seven  and   Cosla   Rica  ten    degrees 
north,     Tlie  hilly  country   may  be  said   to 
lie  between  two  seas  or  oceans  and  rises  in 
both  cases  to  7,000    or   8,000   feet   at    the 
highest;  and  although  full  and  reliable  me- 
teorological returns  are  wanting   for   Costa 
Rica,  the  seasons  seem  wonderfully  to  agree 
ill    both    countries;  the  dry  season  in  both 
being  from  January  or   February   till    May, 
the  rest  of  the  year  wet  with  occasional   dry 
intervals  in  August  or  September.   In  some

It  is  surpiising  to  learn  that  the  native 
Indians  do    no   woik   011    the    planlalions, 
only  the  Costa  Riiaus  who  pride  themselves 
on  being  pure  Sp.iniards ;  and  the  president 
and  his  government  are  very  ansiuus  to  have 
more  Furopeans— |ioor  S|ianiards  or  Italians 
-introduced  and  sellltd  in  the  eounlry,  to 
develop   coffee  lands  wlule   su|ipliisl    with 
huts    or    collages    and     gardens    for    their 
own  use. 

So  far,  the  part  of  the  couiiliy  ehielly 
planted  with  collee  has  been  that  called  "the 
iuleriol"  snnoundingtlic  capital,  ,San  Jose, 
and  aliiiigsi.le  the  niilway.  In  many  places 
such  gardens  or  lields  have  been  rrscd  up  so 
fir  as  colfee  is  concerned;  and  then  the 
trees  are  pulled  up,  grass  or  jungle  encour- 
aged tor  a  few  years,  and  then  sometimes 
coffee  planted  aeaiii.  f!ul  Mr.  Slianl 
found  also  a  go..d  de:U  of  the  old  colfee 
country  yielding  such  poor  results,  dial  il  is 
ttiongtil  very  likely  the  peo|.le  working  on 
it  would  lie  glad  to  be  liaiisferied  to  die 
Saraiiiqui  collossion,  wheie  they  could 
earn  luore  and  be  beller  oil. 

fending  die  publication  of  the  reports 
referred  lo,  anil  the  prospectus  ol  tlie  S.tr- 
apiqiii  F^slates  liuiiipany— which  is  likely 
lo  he  supported  liy  several  Ceylon  men  in 
London— we  need  not  enter  more  into 
(lelail.  The  company  is  lo  have  a  capital 
of  ;^120,000  and  deals  altogether  widi  a 
concession  exceiding  22,Osjo  acres,  most  of 
il  magnificent  f-rest-laml  fur  coffee,  and 
running  from  l,o...o  to  7,000  feelabove  sea- 
level.  Cacao, sugar,  bananas  and  tobacco 
are  spoken  of  as  sribsidiarv  products;  lint  it 
is  possible  subsidiai)'  se[sTraie  conipaiiies 
may  be  formed  fir  these.  In  respect  ol'sav- 
ing  uf  labour,  "spiiuting"  (or  "llirines"  as 
locally  known)  is  likely  lo  be  largely  used 
in  Sarapiqui;  and  no  less  impurlanl  may  be 
the  utilisation  of  river  carriage  to  firing  the 
crops  lo  the  sea,  boats  already  plying  lor  a 
considerable  distance. 

\\'e  have  said  enough,  however,  lo  show 
that  the  Sarapiqui  Com|)any,  established  in 
Li5iidon,  to  develope  colfee  in  Costa  Rica, 
is  likely  to  be  an  importarrl,  and  we  trust, 
for  the  sake  of  enterprising  connlrymen 
taking  it  up,  a  very  successful  undertaking. 
Ceylon  can  have  no  jealousy  in  respect  of 
"coffee-growing"  ;  wliile  there  is  iiu  chance 
of  "tea"  being  entered  on  (proftlably)  in 
any  part  of  the  Americas.

habit  of  colli  spoiisinj;,  on  account  of  want 
of  accommodation.  A  man  may  have  no 
bath,  and  it  may  Ix'  iinimssihle  for  hini  to 
nse  a  tub— althoii^-h,  iiere,  as  elsewhere, 
the  old  sayinR  about  die  will  and  the  wav 
has  a  distinct  apphcatioii. 

Hut    if  ii   be  impiissilile  to  obtain  a  cold 
bath,    and    if,   as  is  only  lisht,    the  pcison 
objects  to   reiiiupiish    or  remit  tliat  Iiisiiry 
in  the  morninc!;,    he   may  find  a  fair  substi- 
tute in  what  is   known  as  the   wd  hnvvl  or 
'vcl sit!':i.     Indeed,    this  plan    may    be  lol- 
loivetl  with  advantage  by  those  who  are  loo 
<lelicate  to  withstand  tlie  shock  of  pliiintin,^ 
into  a    cold   bath  it.self.     The    towel   mtrsl 
be  a  thick  one.     It  is  dipped  in  cold  water 
(or  it  rnay  at  fust  be  dipped  into  water  with 
the  chill  nlf)  and  with  this  towel  the  body 
should   be  quickly  and    smartly   rubbed. 
Then   a  dry  towel   will,  of  course,  Ije  iiseti 
for  the  purpose  of  a  linal  rub   down  by  wav 
of  restorin,^  the  circulation.    The  wet  sheet 
is  used  \'ery  much  in  the  same  way,  but,  of 
course,  the  whole  body  beins  thus  enfoldeil 
at   once  in   the  sheet  there   is   a  clo.ser  re- 
semblance in  this  practice  to  the  cold  hath 
itself  than  is  seen   in  the  case  of   the  wet 
towel.     The  process  of  rubbing  ilown  with 
the  drv  lowel  afterwards  should  not  be  de- 
layed, as  there   is  greater  risk  of  chill,  per- 
haps, involved  here  than  is  the  case  with 
the  actual  sponge  bath  itself.  It  may  readilj- 
be   seen  that    we   aim   at  getting   reaclioi'i 
here,  just  as  in  the  case  of  the  cold  bath 
itself;    and  so  long  as  the  reaction  takes 
place,  and  the  blood  returns  vigorously  to 
the  skin,  imparling   the   feeling  of  warmth, 
ive  may  be  sure  the  bath  is  doing  good. 

The  -.imnn  bath  has  an  average  heat  of 
from  1)2  to  9$  degrees,  while  the   hut  bath 
varies  from  98  to    112    degrees —  at  least 
these  are  fair  average  limits  of  temperature 
respeclivelv.      What    are    the   ellccls    of  a 
warm  bath  on   the  skin  and  body  ?     No 
doubt  a   first  effect   is  that   of  raising    the  I 
temperature  of  the   skin   and  also    of   the 
blood   circulating    through    it.     When    we 
examine  the  pulse,    we  find   its  beats   10  be 
quickened,    ihis    fact    indicating    that    the 
heart  is  being  stimulated   to   increased  ex- 
ertion.    Again,  the  breathing  is  cpiickened 
and  this  latter  liict  implies  that  the  waste 
matters  given  forth  from  the  lungs  (and  no- 
tably the  caibonic  acid  gas)    are   increased 
in  quantity.     It  is  evident  in  this  case  that 
we  obtain  from   the  hot  bath  a  slimululing 
cfcct.  similar  in  some  degree   10  that  seen 
in  the  case  of  the   cold   bath.     The   later 
effects  of  the  warm  bath  on   the  skin  itself 
must  not,   however,    be  overlooked.     Tiie 
pores  of  the  skin— which   are   the  openings 
of  the  sweat-glands— are  relaxed,  and  the 
glands  themselves  are  stimulated   to  action 
of  increased  kind  ;  and  if,  after  leaving  the 
hot  bath,  the  person  goes  to  bed,  it  is' pro- 
bable that  the  reaction  will  assume  the  form 
of  a  profuse  perspiration. 

It  is  in  this  relation  that  the  risk  of  cold 
and  chill  alter  a  hot  bath  becomes  an  im- 
portant consideration.  It  is  obvious  that, 
in  the  slimnlaled  and  relaxed  condition  of 
the  skin  and  its  glands,  great  care  must  be 
taken  that  any  sudden  cooling  is  avoided 
and  guarded  against.  When  we  catch  cold, 
we  often  do  so  on  the  principle  first  named 
—that  is,  when  the  skin  is  heated  and  its 
pores  open  after  exertion,  we  allow  our- 
selves to  be  chilled,  and  thus  react  upon  our 
lungs  or  other  organs  with  untoward  results. 
If  this  happens,  we  get  the  blood  rapidly 
driven  inwards  from  the  skin  ;  the  internal 
organs  become  congested  and  oveifull  of 
blood,  and  disease  is  thus  set  up. 

The  uses  of  the  warm  or  hot  bath  may 
be  summed  up.  fitst,  by  saying  that  it  acts 
as  a  cleanser  of  the  skin,  especially  where 


we  associate  wiili  it  the  use  of  soap.     The 
relasation  of  the  skin,  aiiil  the  opening  of 
the  sweat-pores,   aic  actions  which   cause 
the  skin  to  discharge  its  duly  of  getting  rid 
of  waste  more  activolv,  and  the  soap  readily 
lemoves  the   surface   dirt  which    the  skin 
cimtains,  together   with   the  old  worn-nut 
cells  or  panicles  of  the  skin  itself,    .Sccomlly, 
the  hot  bath  causes  an  increaseil  circulatio'n 
of  blood,  and   this  ie|iresents  a  slinutlanl 
action  on  the  body.     It  h.as  well  been  said 
tliat  while  a  cohl  badi  stimulates  the  body 
directly,  a  waim  halh  docs  so  by  encourag- 
ing a.i  increase  in  the  actions  of  its  various 
organs.     Thirdly,  a  warm  hath  (not  exces- 
sively hot,  that  is]  has  a  distinctly  revivin,,» 
and  teheshing  elTect.     .\fter  great  muscular 
exertion,  the  effect  of  a  warm  hath  in  reviv- 
ing us  is  very  markctl.     It  seems  to  act  on 
the  muscles  in  a  most  elHcient  wav  bvdoin" 
away  with  iheir   rigiditv  and   stilTness,  and 
by  increasing  their  siip|ileiicss.    People  hate 
been  knowm  to  do  wilhout  sleep  after  great 
exertion  when  a  warm  bath  has  been  taken. 
It  IS  said  that  Kapoleon  was  enabled  to  uii- 
dergo  great  fatigue  for  prolonged  periods 
without  sleep  by  aid  of  warm  baths.    That 
the  warm  bath  has  a  soothing  influence  can- 
not he  doubted,  for  a   feeling  of  content- 
ment, if  not  of  actual  drowsiness,    is  often 
experienced  during  the  bath. 

The  value  of  the  hot  bath  in  warding  oil' 
the  effects  of  chill  may  again  be  mentioned 
here.  1  here  is  no  better  preventive  of  cold 
and  other  more  serious  ailments  than  a  hot 
hath,^  If  it  is  taken  at  once,  and  if  the  sul- 
lercr  in  addition  goes  straight  to  bed  (be- 
tween the  blankets)  and  takes  a  hot  drink 
the  probabilities  are  that  the  excess  of  per- 
spiration which  will  ensue  will  save  him 
from  perhaps  a  serious  illness.  The  re- 
action, here,  takes  place  through  the  skin 
and  the  congestion  of  the  internal  organs 
which  has  taken  place  in  consequence  of 
the  chill,  will  be  relieved.  Of  course,  we 
inust  see  that  no  subsequent  chill  is  taken 
through  the  cooling  of  the  body,  and 
through  the  too  rapid  evaporation  of  the 
perspiration.

'Iht  dcmocrotic  soiintl-nidney  cnnvention  ;\t 
Iiulianapolis  lias,  as  was  fxpectetl,  repiiiliated 
Ihe  Cliicafjo  couveiilion,  mid  ndininaled  candidak's 
of  il.s  own— General  I'almer,  of  Illinois,  for 
llie  presiiiency,  and  Mr.  S.  B.  liiicknt'i,  of 
Kentucky,  f'li- tlie  vice-]iresidency,  Mr.  Cleveland 
having  |iositively  refused  ti)  he  put  in  nomination. 
The  convcnlion  declares  ((ir  the  maintenance  of 
the  goki  standard,  anil  also  for  sustaining  ihe 
parity  of  cveiy  existing  dollar;  and  (iirtiier,  it 
wisely  declaies  tlint  the  present  currency  system 
.shcmld  I'e  reformed,  and  that  the  govcinnient 
should  withdraw  alt()i;ethcr  from  hanking  biis- 
iiitss.  Of  course  llie  convention  represents  only 
a  minoriiy  of  the  demociutic  party,  but  its  acts 
aic  iniporianl  for  all  ihut,  ami  no  doubt  will  have 
a  considerable  inllncnce  upon  ihe  eleciions. 

it  was  feared  llml  nmny  democrats  would  refuse 
lo  support  i\Ir,  McKinley  if  he  was  ojiposed 
only  by  Mr.  Uiyan,  on  the  Kronnd  that  they 
could  not  vole  for  a  pioliihitive  tariff.  Now, 
however,  sound  democratic  candidates  are  nom- 
iniiied  who  are  opposed  to  high  mriffs  as  will 
as  to  the  free  coinage  of  silver.

%'oli*s  lo  Mr.  Hvyan  xvill,  in  all  reasonable  prob- 
ability, be  much  giealer  thnn  the  gain  from 
the  populist  and  the  seceding  republicans  taken 
logether.  The  convention,  then,  has  strengthened 
the  probability  that  Mr.  Bryan  will  be  defeated 
by  a  laige  inajoriiy.  -  'i'ke  Statist,  London, 
Sept.   5.

uaiiin  here  is  n  u  an  attracii\'e  one,  even 
tliough  many  have  managed  to  ilo  fairly 
\vi>ll  in  the  execution  of  contracls,  or  piece- 
work. In  our  opinion,  it  would  l)e  infinite- 
ly better  for  the  government  and  for  the 
immigrant,  were  the  government  to  s;upply 
tliem  with  public  lands,  in  25  and  50- 
hectare  lots,  at  a  low  price  and  in  localiiies 
ciuivenient  to  markets.  Their  labor  would 
then  be  available  lor  the  planters  in  tiie 
busy  seasons,  and  they  could  cultivate  their 
own  holdings  at  other  times  and  with  the 
aid  of  ihe  le-s  robust  members  of  the 
household.  Such  a  system  would  jicrm- 
anenily  locate  them  in  the  country  and 
wonld  increase  tlie  aggregate  nf  production 
us  well  as  diversify  the  products.  The 
phnicr  wonld  have  to  pay  more,  perhaps, 
for  their  labor,  but  t.i  ollset  this  he  would 
not  have  the  e.\pense  nf  providing  for  the 
location  of  a  large  hirce  oi  laborers  which 
is  needed  only  a  part  of  the  year.  .\s  for 
die  second  consideration  above  mentioned, 
Us  application  is  apparent.  The  govern- 
nii'ut  is  expending  millions  on  the  intro- 
duction of  immigrants,  who  are  now  leaving 
lhe  country  by  hundreds  in  order  to  setde 
in  a  neighboring  connlrv.  At  the  lowest 
calculalion,  these  immi^'rants,  or  colonists, 
cost  the  public  treasury  250  milreis  per 
capita,  anil  for  this  outlay  the  country 
derives  no  benefit  whatever.  To  mniniain 
an  expensive  immigration  bureau  and  ex- 
pend millions  on  the  p,issagcs  and  support 
of  colonists,  wluj  are  free  to  leave  Brazil 
for  Argentina  as  soon  as  they  please,  is 
.surely  a  very  foolish  waste  of  money.  And, 
in  the  opinion  of  many,  Brazil  {=,  not  now 
in  a  position  to  squander  her  revenues  in 
this  prodigal  manner. 


dition  to  this,  die  Silo  Taulo  deputy  pro- 
poses to  leplace  the  issue  ci^  cfihths  (lumusl 
by  anoclier  issue  of  paper  money,  which 
will  gio.iily  augment  lhe  amount  in  cir- 
culatiiui  and  tiius  ser^'o  to  further  depreciate 
its  value.

To 
redeem  mie  issue  of  paper  by  another  and  a 
larger  one,  is  a  financial  feat  woith_\*  of  mu  h 
a  financier.  As  for  the  conversiiui  of  tile 
deposits  ih  lok  accounts.')  now  held  by  the 
government  into  mortgage  bonds,  this  must 
be  considered  as  a  preliminary  step  iow,ird 
another  scheme  for  "assisting  agriciitture." 
Surely  the  planter  might  be  left  to  himself 
for  a  few  years,  and  congress  might  devote 
the  time  saved  to  a  little  much  needed 
legislation  regarding  la.\:ation,  legal  jiio- 
cedure,  education,  indu-tiial  development, 
domestic  commerce,  iranspiorlation,  etc. 
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Tiii':  large  and  apparently  increasing 
number  of  Italians  emigrating  lo  Argentina 
clearly  proves  two  things  :  their  dissatisfac- 
tion with  the  existing  situation  in  Brazil, 
and  the  folly  of  paying  out  public  money 
for  the  introduction  ot  coloni.sts.  lu  regard 
to  the  first,  it  should  be  franklj'  recognized 
that  the  immigrant  comes  here  piincipally 
to  better  his  own  condition.  He  has  no 
phihnthropic  niotive.s  about  tiie  salvation 
of  Brazilian  planting  interests,  nor  about 
the  development  oi  the  countrv.  He  may 
have  been  anxious  to  escape  tlie  military 
burdens  which  weigh  so  iieavily  npoii  many 
countries  in^Europe,  and  to  leave  the  priva- 
tions which  povertv  and  lack  of  work  have 
impo.sed  upon  him,  but  his  principal  object 
has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  that  of 
making  money.  A  small  minoritv,  prin- 
cipally Nortli  Europeans,  will  also  be  look- 
ing forward  to  the  acquisition  of  a  home 
and  the  education  of  tbiir  children,  but  the 


The  amendments  oflered  to  the  budget 
by  Deputy  Glycerio  on  die  26th  inst.  aiTord 
a  fair  ilkisiratinn  of  the  financial  measures 
which  are  likely  to  be  adopted  by  this  con- 
gress. Instead  of  going  to  the  root  of  the 
trouble,  makeshifis  will  be  proposed  and 
passed  for  temporary  relief,  or  the  correc- 
tion ol  mere  symptoms.  Placing  forty 
tiiousand  contos  in  gold  (or  one  hundred 
and  twenty  thousand  contos  in  currency)  at 
ibeciedii  of  the  Btnco  da  Republica  in 
i'.urope,  will  not  help  the  situation  one 
moment  after  the  cash  has  been  expended. 
Il  is  designed,  of  course,  to  bolster  up 
exchange,  on  which  that  hank  has  alreaily 
lost  iieavily,  and  to  enable  the  government 
to-  meet  its  obligations  abroad  without 
entering  the  exchange  market  here.  Cer- 
liiiuly.  s.iine  improvement  can  be  realized 
in  this  way,  but  will  it  be  sufiicient  to 
cnunlerbalance  the  sacrifices  which  (he 
government  mu-t  make  to  obtain  the 
money?  The  government  has  made  this 
same  exjicriment  before,  and  has  always 
lost  money  by  it,  but  somehow  it  has  never 
learned  ihu  it  is  better  to  leave  the  ex- 
change rate  alone.  As  for  the  use  of  the 
gold  bonds  dep.i.-,ited  in  the  treasury  to 
guarantee  the  bank  emission,  it  can  not  be 
characterized  as  anything  else  but  a  breach 
of  contract  and  a  subterfuge.  \\\\m  the 
issue  of  bank  notes  began,  gold  was  first 
deposited  in  the  treasury  as  security,  dien 
government  bonds,  then  [as  in  the  case  of 
ilie  Banco  Popular)  a  mere  promise  to  pay. 
Later  on  the  government  spent  the  gold, 
and  then  when  a  day  of  reckoning  came  it 
was  remedied  by  issuing  gold  bonds  to 
ever  the  default.  Then  the  issues  of  all 
the  banks  were  transferred  to  the  Banco  da 
Republica,  to  which  the  deposits  were  cred- 
ited. Then  it  was  propo.sed  to  transfer  the 
i.ssues  to  the  government,  the  latter  taking 
over  the  deposits  (whatever  tiiev  may  bel 
and  becoming  responsible  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  currency,  but  this  project  has 
not  been  adopted.  And  now  it  is  proposed 
to  transfer  these  gold  bonds  to  Europe  to 
the  credit  of  the  .same  bank,  against  wdiose 
currency  issues  they  are  held,  and  to  permit 
that  bank  to  transform  them  into  current 
funds  for  government  expenditures  and  for 
gambling  in  exchange  !  This  will  of  course 
end  the  security  given  for  the  redemption 
of  outstanding  bank  issues,  and  will  tend 
to   depreciate  [hem  all    the   more.     h\  ad- 


Wiiir.E  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  is  adding 
to    the    number  of  its    public    parks,  and 
opening  wi;le  avenues  for    the  accommoda- 
tion of  an  increased  traffic,  the  city    of   Rio 
de  Janeiro  remains  stationarj'.     The  capital 
of  Argentina  is  rapidly  becoming  celcbiated 
fn- its  public  spirit   and    the    attractiveness 
nf  its  great  thoroughfares  and    paiks,    wiiilc 
the     capital    of    Brazil,     older     and    with 
greater  natural  advantages,  is  celebrated  only 
for  its  narrow    dirty    streets,    its   epidemics, 
and  its  sordid,  non-progressive  spiiit.     Why 
should  this  be.?     Rio   de  Janeiro  could  bL- 
easily  made  one  of  the  most  attractive  ud.?s 
in  the  world,  and  yet  it  is  a  by-word  Rir  all 
tbat   is  olTensive    and    perilous    to    health. 
It  has  a  magnificent  harbor,  full  of  beautiful 
islands  and  surrounded   by    little  bays  and 
hills    of    marvellous    attractiveness  —  and 
there  is  not  a   single   pleasure-boat   on  its 
waters,  nor  a  single  pleasure-resort  along  its 
shores.     It    is    surrounded    by    strikinglv- 
heandtnl  mountain  ranges  and    peaks,  Vu'll 
of  magnificent  views  and    lovely  nooks,  — 
and  yet  it  is  a   trial    of  one's  fortitude  and 
pUience  to  visit  even  the  most  accessible  of 
them.     In  the  city,  there  are   but   (cw  edi- 
fices worth  visiting,  the  streets    are    narrow, 
crowded,  dirty  and  badly  paved,   the  hotels 
are  barely  second  rate,   the    restaurants   are 
nearly    all  bad,   the  4)arks  few,  small  and 
uncomfortable,  carriage-hire    is   exorbitant, 
the  amusements  are  questionable,  and  there 
are   no    drives  whatever,     Tlie    people    are 
ajiathetic  and  without  public  spirit,  and  the 
government  is  uniformly  bad.     Wliy    is   all 
this?     Are  the  people  of   Rio  de  Janeiro 
willing   to   drift   into    a  second,    third,    or 
fnirth  place  on  this  coast  without    a    word 
o  f  protest }  _  Are  they  willing  to  have   dieir 
i>[nilatiou   irretrievably    ruined  by    incom- 
petent and  mercenary  politicians,   and    not 
md;e  one  single  efibrt  to  assert  themselves? 
There  is  money  enough   expended   in   this 
city  to  give  it  really  valuable  improvements, 
ddie  amount  expended  on  a  great  retaining 
wall  on  Santa  Thereza  to  improve   the   pri- 
v.Uc   properly   ot    an    influential  personage, 
w..)uld  have  gone  far  toward   widening  and 
iuqiroving    some   of    the    narrow,   crooked 
streets  which   are    now  obstructing    traffic. 
The  unnecessary  wail   begun    in  Botafogo 
i:iay,  which    is   not    now    necessary,    would 
hive  gone  far  toward  improving  the  Saude 
district   from    which    originate  so   manj-  of 
our    fever    epidemics.     And    tlie    pcrsisLent 
retention  of  such   mismanaged  services   as 
liiat  of  the  Santa  Cruz  abattoir,    which  is  a 
source  of  annual  deficits,  although  a  source 
also    of  much  patronage  and  private   gain, 
stands  in  the  way  of  many  an  improvement 
ill  tiie  food  supply  of  thisc'ity  which  would  go 
far  to  improve  the  health  and  comfort  of  its 
population.  _  There   are  so    manyimprove- 
ments  required,  so  much  intelligence   and 
experience     in    government      wanted,     so 
much    energy    and    public    spirit    lacking, 
that  it  seems   hopeless  to  expect  anything 
else    from    its    officials    but    petty    political 
intrigue  and  unending  jobbery.     Its  govern- 
ment   costs    enougii     to      warrant    us    in 
expecting  a  little   dedication  to  the  interests 
of  the  public,   but  such    expectations  are 
never  realized.     In  the  meantime,  we  con- 
Unue  to  pay  high  and   ever-increasing  taxes 
for  the  privilege  of  maintaining  a  decaying 
business   in   dirty,  badly-paved   streets  and 
of  living    in   unsanitary    localities.      It    is 
worth  the  citizen's  thoughtful  consideration 
whether  it  is  worth  his  efforts  to  maintain 
so    unpatriotic    and    unprogressive  a  mun- 
icipal government.

Coffee ,— There  has  been  a  steady  business  doing  during 
the  week,  with  sales  of  about  Bij.ooo  bags  reported,  and  no 
remaikable  Hncluallons  in  prices,  bnl  the  tone  has  hardly 
been  firm,  under  the  coiiiin\ied  Iree  receipis,  and  ihe  evident- 
ly  very  conserv.itive  policy  of  exporters,  The  supply  coast 
wise  coaliinies  a  feaime  in  the  market,  and  the  dealers  and 
factors  here  appear  to  have  about  accepted  ihe  position;  llie 
carrying  of  Slocks  at  this  end,  until  the  consuming  markets 
decide  as  to  what  coffee  is  worlli,  which  the  daily  published 
telegrams  show  still  10  be  very  uncertain. 

One  nf  the  daily  papers  has  published  a  COminnnicBtian 
from  a  S.  Pnnln  planter  which  gives  a  decidedly  uns.itisfacinry 
accmint  of  the  bl'ssom  in  some  districts  of  ihat  .State.biit  with 
Santos  receipts  still  averngiuK, over  24.000  bags  per  day,  it  does 
not  seem  likely  that  these  very  long  date  prophecies  will  have 
much  ellect  nbroad,  It  appears  at  present  thai  only  a  smart 
reduction  in  the  supply  will  induce  the  foreian  markets  to 
Slock  up,  nnd  so  K.ng  .is  orders  In. m  abroad  can  beujiecnted 
with  little  dilTicultv  in  the  Biazilian  markets,  the  consumers 
cannol  be  expected  to  carry  .■locks, 

The  market  upcned  on  the  21st  wiih  brokers  quoting  at 
i4$3oo— isifjoo  f„r  No,  7,  per  arroba,  a'nd  i5$ooo  about  the 
basis  i<f  the  sales  realized.  On  the  following  day  .some  13,000 
bags  were  reported  sold,  and  i5$2oo  was  said  lo  have  been 
the  basis,  but  on  the  next  day  the  market  flattened  and 
on  the  24lh  some  of  the  brokers,  who  han  been  quoting 
iS$5oo,  reduced  this  lo  i5$aoo,  and  on  ihc  asth  a«,ooo  bags 
were  sold  on  the  basis  of  i4$8oo— u$ooo,  with  i4$6ooquuied 
by  some  brokers.  The  market  closed  quiet  on  Saturday  with 
sellers'  ideas  about  14:1800,  and  lo.day  it  li.is  opened  with 
exporter's  vifiws  considerably  under  ibis  price,  and  with  Utile 
probability  of  business,
